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PBEFACE 


Thiis  series  of  monthly  reports  is  based  on  information  obtained  in  a 
cooperative  project  financed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriciilture 
and  by  the  dairy  industry  throng  the  American  Dairy  Association.  Oiie 
Department  funds  are  provided  under  the  Agriciiltural  Marketing  Act  of  1946. 

Reports  in  this  series  covering  the  months  i^ril  1954  through  March 
1956  showed  estimates  of  household  purchases  and  related  information  for 
butter,  cheese,  nonfat  dry  milk,  and  margarine.  Starting  April  1956, 
coverage  was  changed  to  include  data  on  fluid  \^ole  milk  and  fluid  skim 
milk  products  in  addition  to  butter.  Ihe  coverage  on  margarine  and  nonfat 
dry  milk  was  resumed  starting  April  1957 • Bie  reporting  of  margarine  data 
ceased  with  the  March  1958  issue. 

Ihe  basic  data  presented  herein  were  collected  by  the  Market  Research 
Corporation  of  America  from  its  National  Consumer  Panel  and  were  tabulated 
by  it  under  contract  with  the  Department.  The  data  are  based  on  reports 
from  a sample  of  approximately  6,000  families  reporting  weekly  in  pre- 
printed diaries  on  their  purchases  of  food.  Data  on  butter  and  margarine 
prior  to  April  1954  were  based  on  a sample  of  about  4,300  families  and 
were  statistically  adjusted  to  the  level  reported  from  the  6,000  family 
sample. 

Ihis  report  was  prepetred  in  the  Market  Development  Branch  of  the 
Marketing  Research  Division,  Agricultural  Marketing  Service. 


HOUSEHOLD  PURCHASES  OF  FLUID  MILK, 
NONFAT  DRY  MILK,  AND  BUTTER, 
JUNE  1958 


The  data  in  this  report  are  estimates  of  total  piirchases 
by  household  consumers  only,  and  do  not  include  consun5>tion  in 
restavirants,  hotels,  hospitfiJLs,  or  other  institutional  outlets. 
Data  for  a month  are  for  a 4- week  period  (28  days)  to  permit 
comparisons  of  purchase  volume  between  peilods  of  equal  length. 


FLUID  MILK  y 

Total;  During  a 28-day  period  in  June  1958,  total  household  purchases  of 
fliiid  milk  (-vdiole  and  skim)  increased  nearly  4 percent  over  the  level  of  the 
corresponding  period  a year  earlier.  Consumers  purchased  1.24  billion  qxiarts 
of  fluid  milk  in  J\me  1958,  compared  with  1.20  billion  quarts  in  June  1957* 

Per  capita  purchases  of  flxiid  milk — at  7.4  quarts  in  June  1958 — were  sli^tly 
hi^er  than  a year  earlier.  ^ 

About  86  percent  of  all  families  made  one  or  more  fltdd  milk  puaxhases  in 
June  1958,  sli^tly  hi^er  than  in  a con5)arable  28-day  period  a year  earlier. 

Fluid  idiole  milk:  Purchases  of  fluid  -vdiole  milk  during  June  1958  totaled 

1,172  million  quarts,  con^ared  with  1,130  million  quarts  in  the  coiresponding 
28-day  period  a year  earlier.  ^ QSie  nearly  4-percent  ^d,n  in  total  purchases 
was  associated  with  increased  buying  of  -v^ole  milk  in  larger- than-quart  con- 
tainers by  householders. 

Purchases  of  •vdiole  milk  in  quart- size  containers  in  June  1958  again 
declined  from  the  level  of  the  corresponding  28  days  a year  earlier.  For  each 
month  in  this  series,  purchases  of  whole  milk  in  quart  units  have,  without 
exception,  reflected  reduced  buying  as  compared  with  a like  period  in  any 
previous  year.  Householders  bought  572  million  quarts  of  whole  milk  in  single 
quai*ts  during  June  1958,  down  8 percent  from  June  1957  and  a new  low  for  this 
series.  About  49  percent  of  all  fluid  milk  was  purchased  in  quart  containers 
in  Jxme  1958,  compared  with  nearly  55  percent  a year  earlier. 

IXiring  J\me  1958,  U.  S.  consiamers  bou^t  the  eqiiivalent  of  505  million 
quarts  of  ^ole  milk  in  half-gaJJ.on  containers,  about  19  percent  more  than  in 
June  1957»  Biis  represented  43  percent  of  the  total  volimie  of  vtole  milk 
bought  in  June  1958,  coinpared  with  37  percent  in  June  a year  earlier. 


Fluid  cream  and  half-and-half  mixtures  are  not  Included  in  these  data. 

^ Per  capita  purchases  are  based  on  total  U.  S.  civilian  noninstitutional 
population. 

^ About  10  percent  of  all  families  reporting  in  this  survey  live  on  farms 
and  many  of  these  families  have  farm  produced  milk  available  for  their  own  use. 

^ Fluid  whole  milk  includes  extra  grades,  reguleir  grades,  homogenized  and 
not  homogenized,  and  fortified  and  unfortified  idiole  milk  products. 
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Householders'  purchases  of  fluid  vhole  milk  in  gallon  units — 92  million 
quarts — rose  15  percent  from  June  1957*  Nearly  8 percent  of  all  fluid  idiole 
milk  purchased  for  home  use  vas  obtained  in  gallon  containers  in  June  I958. 

Both  per  capita  purchases  of  vhole  milk,  7 quarts,  and  the  proportion  of 
families  buying,  84  percent,  in  J\ane  1958  reflected  sli^t  ^dns  from  June 
1957  levels. 

Householders  paid  an  average  of  23*1  cents  per  quart  for  fluid  -idiole  nrtiv 
in  June  1958>  up  O.3  cent  from  a year  earlier.  Prices  paid  per  quart  for  idaole 
milk  purchased  in  half-gallons,  at  21.8  cents,  and  in  gallon  units,  at  18*5 
cents,  together  averaged  about  0.2  cent  hi^er.  However,  the  price  paid  for 
whole  milk  in  single  quarts  advanced  0.7  cent  to  25  cents. 

Fluid  skim  milk:  In  June  1958  the  volume  of  fluid  skim  milk  purchased  by 

householders — 71  million  quarts — was  up  almost  4 percent  from  the  level  of  the 
corresponding  4 weeks  in  1957  because  of  the  Increased  buying  in  half- gallon 
units.  ^ 

As  a result  of  a 30-percent  gain  in  purchases  in  half- gallon  containers, 
the  quantity  bo\i£^t  in  this  size  of  container  rose  from  one-fifth  of  total  skim 
milk  purchases  in  June  1957  to  one-fourth  of  the  total  in  June  1958.  Consumers 
bou^t  nearly  52  million  quarts  of  fliild  skim  items  in  single  quarts,  about  the 
same  as  a year  earlier.  Bie  single-quart  container  accounted  for  73  percent  of 
the  total  volume  of  skim  milk  bou£^t  for  home  use. 

Approximately  21  x>crcent  of  U.  S.  households  purchased  skim  milk  in  June 
1958,  slightly  above  a year  earlier.  Ihe  purchase  rate,  at  0.42  quart  per 
person,  was  about  the  same  as  in  June  1957* 

Householders  pedd  an  average  of  19*6  cents  per  quart  for  fluid  skim  milk 
in  June  1958,  up  0.7  cent  from  a year  earlier.  Prices  paid  in  June  1958  for 
skim  milk  in  single  quarts  was  20.3  cents,  up  0.5  cent  from  June  1957i  the 
average  price  in  half- gallons  was  17*8  cents  per  quart,  an  advance  of  0.6  cent. 

NONFAT  DRY  MILK 

During  June  1958,  U.  S.  household  consumers  bou^t  about  l4  million  pounds 
of  nonfat  dry  milk,  compared  with  12  million  pounds  in  the  corresponding  28-day 
period  in  1957>  a 17-percent  gain. 

Purchases  of  nonfat  dry  milk  per  1,000  persons  rose  from  about  73  pounds 
in  June  1957  to  84  pounds  a year  later.  Ebq)endltures  by  household  consumers 
per  1,000  persons  rose  from  $30*33  to  $34.06* 

Hie  average  size  of  each  purchase  of  nonfat  dry  milk,  25^  ounces  in  June 
1958,  indicated  an  U-percent  gain  from  the  corresponding  1957  period.  Despite 
a lower  price  paid,  40.5  cents  per  pound  in  June  1958,  compared  with  4l.6  cents

in  June  1957,  the  average  quantity  of  eaoh  purchase  cost  consumers  about  6k 
cents  in  June  1958,  k cents  more  than  a year  earlier. 

BUTTER 

The  household  purchase  data  for  butter  in  June  1958  reflected  little 
change  from  the  coniparable  4 weeks  in  1957*  Total  purchases,  6l.4  million 
poxinds,  were  virtually  at  the  same  level  as  in  June  1957*  Ttie  per  capita 
purchase  rate,  0.37  pound  in  Jxme  1958,  was  down  fractionally  from  a year 
earlier,  -vdiile  the  proportion  of  households  buying  butter  in  June  1958 
reached  the  lowest  level  in  nearly  4 years.  Jbst  under  44  percent  of  all 
families  m8ide  one  or  more  purchases  of  butter  during  June  1958,  down  about  1 
percentage  point  from  a year  earlier. 

Consumers  paid  an  avereige  of  69*5  cents  per  pound  for  butter  in  June  1958, 
practically  the  same  as  a year  earlier.  In  each  of  the  6 dairy  marketing 
years  for  “vdiich  data  were  available,  the  average  price  paid  for  butter  has 
been  at  its  lowest  level  during  June.
